ties, including uwn Afro-American, were had-
dled together in close quarters, Very few
of the wen enjoyed the luxury of an over-
vont. They posaibly had pawned them for
bread. Those who were blessed with overcoats
utilize them for pillows, while others rested
jauier bones upon these improvised
The windows in the room were
ull tightly viosed in order to  keep out
the spriy of the cold wave. This gaven
disngreeable odor fully possession, and the
aromn was burdened with “'steerage fra-
grance” when the men discarded then boots
tor the evening., Muny were sockless,

In toe main portion of the hall, around the
other stove, anotber lurge bunch of sleepers

reclined in varvious positions on the Hoor
Similar s¢enes existed here, On the stage
4 number of bunks had becn fixed up, They
were “double-decked” cots. with scanty bed-
ling. These beds ., are sold for
12 vents per night , W men who
are fortunate anough to carn
a pittance at odd jobs duviog the day. The

incotne thus derived is nsed to buy soup for
all the bungry nextday. Soup and bread are
given to sll twive a day, but this is barely
suMcient to stay the pangs of hunger.

this record diselosed the Tuet that 455 wen
had applied for food dnd shelter withia the
piat few weeks, The bulk of the applicants
are deserviug men who ate out of emuoloy-
ment. 1t lucludes machuists, rallroad wmen,
carpenters, luborers, cooks, cierks aud in
fact all branches of mochanic hfe. Trawps
are scarce. The wnempléy 80 come mostly
from Claeago and - the east,  while
muny consist  of aailroad 'ab rerg from
the west, Colorado mihers and waee enrners
are largely represented. The closing of the
World's falr gates, with the sequel of thou-
sands of idle men, has resuited in o portion
of thie overtiaw eaching this city.
